SUBSTANCE OF INTERVIEW DESCRIBING THE GENERAL NATURE OF WHAT WAS DISCUSSED: 
Ms. Vavra was informed that the results of sequence search for SEQ ID NO: 3 and 5 revealed no sequences identical to SEQ ID 
NO; 3 and two sequences 99.5% and 99.2% identical to SEQ ID NO: 5. Examiner proposed that the following sequences are 
allowable: amino acid sequences comprising at least 98% identity to SEQ ID NO: 1, amino acid sequences comprising 98% 
identity to SEQ ID NO: 3 and amino acid sequences comprising SEQ ID NO: 5. The limitations of claim 1 drawn to sequences with 
at least 90% identity to any of the SEQ ID NOs, or to their biologically-active fragments or immunogenic fragments will need to be 
deleted, as they present written description and/or utility issues. Ms. Vavra is going to contact Applicant with the proposed claim 
amendments.
